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A BILL FOR

An Act providinﬂ requirements for a nonresident of this state
engaged in the aerial application of pesticides, making
penalties applicable, and providing an effective date.

4 Sec. 3. EFFECTIVE DATE. This Act, being deemed of

5 immediate importance, takes effect upon enactment.

6 EXPLANATION

7 This bill amends Code section 206.6 which in part requires
8 a person who is in the business of applying pesticides to be
issued a commercial applicator license by the department of
10 agriculture and land stewardship, and includes requirements
11 for nonresident aerial applicators.

12 The bill eliminates special requirements for a person

13 licensed as an aerial commercial applicator in another state
14 who applies pesticides in this state, including being under
15 the direct supervision of an aerial commercial applicator

16 licensed in this state. The resident aerial commercial

17 licensee is subject to several requirements: (1) being
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jointly liable with the nonresident aerial commercial
aﬁplicator, and (2) immediately notif%ing the department of
the commencement and termination of the nonresident™s service.

The bill amends Code section 206.6(5) which regulates all
commercial applicators, including pesticide aeria
applicators. The bill provides that the department must adopt
additional requirements for issuing a license to a person who
is a_nonresident of_this state engaged in the aerial
application of pesticides. The addrtional requirements may
include conditions for the operation of the ailrcraft and the
application of the pesticides under the supervision of a
person who is a resident of this state and licensed as a
commercial applicator or as a pesticide dealer (see Code
section 206.8).

Generally, a person who violates a provision of Code
section 206.6 is guilty of a serious misdemeanor (see Code
section 206.22). A serious misdemeanor is punishable by
confinement for no more than one year and a fine of at least
$315 but_not more than $1,875. A person may also be subject
to a civil penalty as determined by the department of up to
$500 (see Code section 206.19).

The bill takes effect upon enactment.
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
